It is stated that General Carreardo's 
column has again been attacked by a 
large force of Arabs at Sourki and that 
the Arabs were repulsed with a heavy 
loss.

Executive Mansion, Sept. ;;. -The 
condition of the president has not ma- 
terially changed since yesterday, al- 
though he wiis thought this morning to 
be a little weaker and less animated. 
It seems to be the growing impression 
among the attendants that he is begin 
ning to bo unfavorably affected by the 
weather and malarious air from the 
Potomac River Hats rank vegetation 
which is fertilized by the city sewer 
age and stimulated by abundant 
water and hot sunshine covers. These 
Hats tim ing the suinmor are now begin- 
ning to decay ami since yesterday 
morning faint malarious mist hung 
over the river from the water front of 
Executive Mansion grounds to Long 
Bridge. Almost every man who has 
recently been engaged in work improv- 
ing the channel of the river has been 
more or less sick from malaria.

A Mirage. — A beautiful mirage was 
seen on a recent evening from the 
coast at Killiney, near Dublin. Be 
yond the sea, at an apparent distance 
of twelve or fifteen miles, a long tract 
of land appeared, covered with green 
fields, trees, farmhouses, etc. It ter- 
minated some six or eight miles toward 
the south in a sloping headland, but it 
stretched away northward into a dim 
distance. Throe lighthouses stood for 
ward like sentinels of the shadowy 
coast; one of them seoined to be on a 
sandbank, some distance from land, the 
others were on the shore. To tho south 
two rocky isles appeared very distinct- 
ly; away to the northwest there was a 
bright patch of light, in which many 
vessels were reflected upside down, 
Such a phenomenon is most unusual on 
the Irish coast.

The constable hail not the wherewithal to 
satisfy " Lo's " demands, and, then' being 
no butter writing material at hand, they 
compelled him to write a promissory n.dc 
for the amount with a piece of charcoal 
upon a shingle ! Apprehensive of trouble 
theso Indians repaired to the residence of 
Mr. A. L. Fortune, .1. I'., at Spalluin- 
ehcen, and delivered up the stolen pro- 
perty, expressing regret fur what they 
had done. Mr. Fortune, good naturedly, 
and probably unaware of the full extent 
of their lawless pranks, compromised the 
matter, assuring the Indians that all 
would bo right. Meanwhile, however, 
application had been made to Mr. Luuiby, 
J. P., and that gentleman issued a war- 
rant for the arrest of the burglarious In- 
dian. On attempting to enforce the war- 
rant the officers were met with Very decid- 
ed opposition by iho Indians, who nut 
only refused to allow the arrest, but 
threatened violence and condign punish- 
ment to anyone who would attempt to en- 
force the warrant or in any manner inter- 
fere with the liberty of their tillicum. 
And thus the matter stands, according to 
Latest accounts from the interior.- .V. Ii'.

RECEPTION OP SIR CHARLES 
TUPPER AT YALE 
AND EMORY, 

[From onr Special Corrccptndetitl 
The reception at Emory was most hearty. 
As soon as the round of cheers which 
greeted the distinguished visitors had sub- 
sided, the Yale reception committee and 
tho gentlemen who accompanied them 
woro introduced to Sir Charles and Lady 
Topper and their friends by ex-governor 
Trutch. Amongst those present werehon. 
Mr. Justice Crease, of the Supremo Court, 
Mr. A. Onderdonk, Mr. H. Cambie, Mr. 
Marcus Smith, Mr. Hagan, of the Inland 
Sentinel, and many others. 

The skies were propitious, and tho ar- 
rangements of Mr. T. H. Allen, the sec- 
retary to the railway contractors, were so 
complete that from first to last everything 
went well. Sir Charles and party, ac- 
companied by tho committee and citizens 
generally, entered the cars for Vale and 
were drawn at a rapid rate towards Vale. 
At tho residence of Mr. Onderdonk the 
train disembarked its lady passengers and 
proceeded on to the town, where Mr. 
Deighton, chairman of the committee, 
read a welcoming address to Sir Charles. 
The address expresses a sincere appreci- 
ation of tho efforts by which Sir Charles 
and his colleagues has united British Col- 
umbia with Canada; alludes to the cour- 
ageous statesmanship of the ministry and 
tho success of the railway scheme; 
refers to the terrible calamity which 
lately befel the town, and ends with a 
warm welcome to Sir Charles and Lady 
Tupper to tho chief mountain town of 
British Columbia. 
Sir Charles replied as follows: 

Oe.N'TLEMKN, FlUF.Nl>* VNIt INHABITANT* OK 
Yalk : - 

I can assure you the emotion at hearing 
the stirring echoes of the railway whistle 
reverberating among your hills at tho first 
moment of my arrival does somewhat im- 
pede tho utterance of the great satisfac- 
tion which I feel at receiving the address 
you have just delivered. Wo have indeed 
as a government had the construction of 
the great Pacific railway ever at heart. It 
is a great happiness to me to see with my 
own eyes, ami to be able to report from 
my own personal inspection to my honor- 
able colleagues at Ottawa, who are as deep- 
ly interested as myself, the groat and 
rapid progress already made and making 
throughout the whole of this must impor- 
tant, because the most difficult, portion of 
the great Canadian Pacific line. It is one 
of tho great results of Confederation. That 
alone has rendered this railway practica- 
ble. When after mature deliberation and 
concert between the Imperial government 
and her sturdy oll'shoots in British North 
America, it was resolved to unite in one 
common Federal bond her various posses- 
sions scattered across the continent, it 
was felt that separate they would he too 
weak lo commence or carry out any great 
undertaking, such for instance as this the 
Canadian Pacific railway, a work so bene- 
ficial to tho whole of tho North American 
possessions. The distances were so vast, 
the mountain chains to be traversed, pre- 
sented such difficulties to intor-cornimini- 
cation, tho sums required to be raised de- 
manded such huge credit in the money 
marts of the world, the inter-colonial 
barriers of separate autonomies in separ- 
ate colonies were so embarrassing to com- 
bined action and so many other obstacles 
arose to combined concert that it was de- 
termined to weld all these incongruous 
elements into one great, harmonious 
whole from ocean to ocean. And with 
the cordial co-operation of the people in 
each province it was done. This :t. was 
which made the Canadian Pacific not only 
possible, but as I see and fool to-day a 
great and actual fact, a practical success. 
1 assure you, gentlemen, what now meets 
my oye affords me special satisfaction as 
one member of that great statesman's gov 
eminent which has believed su much, 
suffered so much, and now is meeeting 
with such great success in the car- 
riage of a scheme which will unite 
British Columbia and her vast 
resources and natural wealth by a real 
confederation to rest of the Dominion, and 
link her to the rest of her sister provinces 
by a trans-continental railway. When 
first Sir John A. Macdonald s govern 
ment pledged their existence to this noble 
scheme, they failed, because the time in 
which they undertook to execute it was 
too limited for so vast a work. But when 
the great wave of public opinion brought 
them back again to power they still deter- 
mined to keep the faith they had origi- 
nally pledged to carry out a principle so 
sound as confederation, tocompletea work 
so bonolicial, so necessary, so indispensable 
to tho consolidation and to the whole 
prosperity of the new Dominion. They saw 
in the construction of a line through 
British North America a great seat 
of a noble and statesman like principle; 

With 
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the sign and pledge of a real union 
the supposed impenetrable barrier 
great Cascade range and the long 
Rocky mountains dividing the pi 
from each other the confederal 
tween them would ho ono of paper 
however, your mountains echo 
snorting of the Iron Horse as emorgin 
from the hills it, will be seen crossin_ 
your fertile valleys and carrying with it 
those bonds which :va to connect your 
glorious province forever with a band of 
iron to your great sistera in tho east. The 
government took upon themselves the 
responsibility of commencing with your 
sect mn first as the most difficult ill order 
to show capitalists by the best of proofs, 
experience, the actually feasibility of the 
work. That, it was expected would en- 
able tho country to make better arrange- 
ments with monied men to complete the 
rest, the great hulk of the line itself- - 
than could otherwise have been obtained 
and tho result has justified our hopes. 
Tho completion of the Canadian Pacific is 
tho proximate result. Gentlemen, tho 
railroad was the only means u£ uniting 
the separate provinces by tho ties of 
mutual interest and commerce. 

Piercing the great mountain range, the 
iron horse will carry the rich products of 
your mines, your fisheries and your fields 
in exchange for the products oi the Ureal 
! North W est land. Your address speaks 
I of the rich, trade you expect, and 1 hope 
| justly expect, will come by this the short - 
i est route from India, Japan and China 
I and the East, but you may with the cer- 
tainty of experience in all similar cases 
I expect an enormous internal traffic— for 
I we look on this great undertaking, the 
j Canadian Pacific, as the certain means of 
rapidly tilling up the great northwest, or 
! looked at from the place whore I now 
! speak, the great northeast. It will be 
j filled with millions of a brave, industri- 
1 mis and thrifty stock, a fair share of 
whose traffic along the lino will find a 
remunerative outlet in tho numerous har- 
bors of this deeply indented coast. You 
in turn will bciu'I back to them your vast 
storeB of coal, wood, iish and the other 
valuable staples of this noble province. 
This internal trade will increase, in value 
and amount as each year rolls on. We 
have pledged ourselves to the railway also 
because we know it will ensure the peo- 
pling of that vast and fertile land between 
the North Atlantic and Pacific by a popu 



lation who in turn will develop not as 
heretofore in comparative insignificance, 
but in the course of time by the blessing 
of the Almighty, into the grandeur of a 
nation. We have supported it too be- 
cause it will servo for tho transmission 
through the length and breadth of Brit- 
ish America to our posterity those British 
institutions which are our noblest in- 
heritance. These will ensure to us lib- 
erty and freedom of the be.>t and 
highest kind with power placed in the 
hands of a people noted for their loyal at- 
tachment to the throne as the constitu- 
tional security for that liberty and freed- 
om they so highly prize. With such a 
destiny before us, how can 1 but rejoice to- 
day, gent lemon, to see, I do not say with sur- 
prise, hut heartfelt satisfaction so much 
of the uvmt problem already solved '. The 
back of this heaviest section of the work 
has been effectually broken by tho success 
of the operations now before our eyes, and 
irrefragable proof thus given to the world 
that all the rest of the line can be com- 
pleted without any material difficulty that 
we cannot readily conquer by agencies 
already in active operation, and so the 
line be completed from sea to sea. By the 
time that has been effected we have a 
right lo hope it may pass through the 
midst of a great, prosperous and happy 
people.

For myself and all my 
party and those you have so kindly men- 
tioned in your address I return most 
hearty thanks and wish you in turn the 
renewal of all manner of happiness and 
prosperity. Croat cheering and three 
cheers more for Sir Charles Tupper. That 
done, a loud call of cheers for Sir John 
Macdonald, wdio is a great favorite here, 
met a hearty response. Sir Charles re- 
turned thanks with a warmth of tone and 
manner to which we cannot hope to do 
justice, and regretted that illness had pro- 
vented Sir John from having the great 
gratification of coming to view the suc- 
cessful progress of the great work he had 
so successfully inaugurated. He then 
proposeil three hearty cheers for Mr. On- 
derdonk, whose extraordinary energy, 
business skill and foresight he greatly 
lauded. It had boon a matter of greal 
concern to them ill giving out the c n 
traet to see that the construction of so 
vital a part of the great continental high- 
way as that from Emory lo Savona Fer- 
ry, upon winch so much depended should 
be in the hands of men who not only had 
the knowledge necessary for so heavy a 
work, but also had ample means to carry 
it out successfully to completion. It would 
have been a sad thing and perilled the 
whole line had it been nlaced in weak 
financial hands, and the toil and sweat of 
those who had actually done the work 
been deprived of their just reward from 
any failure of funds to carry it on. In 
Mr. Onderdonk and the capitalists 
with whom he acted they had that secur- 
ity for any amount of money that might 
be wanted, and the full completion of the 
contract was fully assured. To Mr. On- 
derdonk, therefore, much was due, and 
it was a duty and a pleasant one to usk 
for three cheers for such a man. These 
having been lustily given timid the cheer- 
ing of tin' multitude, the ringing of bells 
and the shrill echoes of the whistle of the 
engine, the whole party proceeded along 
the line two or three miles beyond Yale 
to inspect the various tunnels completed 
through the rock, and the assemblage 
gradually separated in knots of twos and 
threes to discuss the ministerial speed).

Tho steamer Etta White acted as convoy 
to tho outer harbor. 

Barque O. C. Whitmore, from Depar- 
ture Bay, arrived at San Francisco on the 
31st ult. 

The barque Doxford, Capt. McDonald, 
arrived at 8 o'clock last evening from 
Liverpool, which port she left on March 
4th. She had an ordinary passage to the 
equator, which was crossed on 23rd April. 
Squally weather down the Brazilian coast 
to Staten Land, which was made on 4th 
July. Experienced a succession of heavy- 
gales from N. W. and S. W. with tremen- 
dous seas. Crossed tho equator July 20th 
and had frash breezes and favorable weath- 
er to 30° north, when strong North and N. 
E. winds were experienced to the land. 
Detained five days otl'Cape Flattery with 
calms and dense fog. Arrived in Royal 
Roads on September 3rd, 1S3 days from

Tho VTrock of tho Toutou. 

Cai'KTOWX, Sept. 1. — The wrecked 
stoamer Teuton had on board 147 passen- 
gers and a crow of eighty persons. The 
vessel struck a rock, but floated off and 
was in the act of putting back to port 
when she sank. The majority of those 
on board perished. All tho officers nere 
drowned. Throe boats wore lowered, one 
of which foundered alongside the steamer 
and the other two have arrived at Simon- 
town, containing 23 of the crew and four 
passengers. The union mail steamer Co- 
state saved 12 of the passengers. 

L'apk Tows, Sept. 2. — Survivors 
from the steamer Teuton state that 
hours before the ship sank tho boats 
were lowered to a level with the bul- 
warks and provisions and compasses 
placed in them. One boat broke loose 
from the fastenings while being 
lowered and six boats were brought 
alongside. About 30 women und 
children took places in them first. 
When the water washed into tho en- 
gine room she sank by the head pulling 
down with her four boats which worn 
not fairly clear of the ship. Those of 
tho passengers and crew who rose to 
the surface clung to floating wreckage 
until picked up by those who righted 
third boat. At daylight boats made 
for Simon Bay, all who were 
clinging to spars being first taken 
aboard. The Teuton had 25G passen- 
gers, 85 of a crew and 20 coolies on 
board. Eleven passengers and 2f> of 
the crew were saved.
